Since Rev. J. P. IHrmnitt, who enjoys 


he distinction (.f being the "Abraham 
-lincoln of tie Illinois Conference,'1 be- 
ame pastnr of the First M. E. eburch in 
his city, it must be confessed that he has 
abored without censing in the interest of 
is charge, his most notable deeds being 
he wiping out of the 815,000 debt on the 
hurch and his faithful work in connec- 
ion with the late remarkable revival 
londncted by Rev. Harrison, by which 
iver 400 persons were added to the church 
membership, making a total of over 900 
members of the society. And for all this, 
je was given a severe pound-ing last 
vening at the parsonage on West North 
treet, but it should he hastily added that 
he pounding was in tbe way of a treat— 
n fact, :t was nothing more nor less than 


genuine surprise Pound Donation, 


vhich had been quietly arranged by the 
adies of the congregation, and it proved 


complete success. 
Members of the 


flock were informed of the intended visi- 
ation, and each was told to bring a 
pound package of something useful to 
present the pastor. The meeting place 


as in the lecture room of the church, 


and at this point nearly 200 persons 
•athered at 7:30 and thence proceeded in 
i body, under the lead of Captain Gen- 
eral Gorin, to the parsonage. On the 
way about 50 stragglers joined the brigade, 
and the whole party at a given signal 
swooped down npon Rev. Dimmitt, who 
wan found enjoying a quiet rest in the 


resence of hie family, 
He was totally 


in'aware of the coming of the party, and 
was astounded nt the demonstration, 
the character of which he was soon in- 
'orrned. It was impossible for all to get 
n tbe house and remain, so a line was 
ormed and the visitors passed in at one' 
door and out at another, leaving their 
gifte as they entered, at the same time 
exchanging greetings with the family. 
Including the late-comers there mxist 
nave been between 300 and 400 people at 
:he parsonage during the evening and 
none came empty-handed. Tbe articles 
donated embraced the equivalent of four 
English pounds—820 in cash—one to 10 
pound packages of sugar, about 50 sep- 
arate pounds of coffee, canned fruit in 
abundance, and everything imaginable of 
every day use to a family that eats to live 
and lives to eat. A portion of the com- 
pany remained and engaged ia social con- 
versation and singing gospel revival 
aymne. Such a large outpouring of the 
members of the chnrch shows the high 
esteem in which Rev, Dimmitt is held by 
ais congregation, and their gifte were 
but slight tokens of their regard. With 
the increased membership of the church, 
Rev. Dimmitt, as the pastor, has no small 
daily work to perform, but the labor is 
lightened by the consciousness that his 
people are faithful and ready to help hold 
up his hands. 


Reduction of Tax on Tobacco and Cigars, 


The amended revenue law, passed at 


the last session of congress, affecting the 
tax on oil kinds of tobacco, cigars and 
cigarettes, took effect on yesterday, May 
1st, and on July 1st the repeal of the 
stamp act on bank checks, matches, per- 
fumery and medicinal preparations will 
take effect, 
The former tax on plug, Sue 


cut and smoking tobacco was 16 cents 
per pound; the reduction places the pres- 
ent tax at 8 cents per pound. The tax on 
manufactured cigars was $6 per 1,000; 
the reduction places the present tax at 
$3 per 1,000. The tax on cigarettes was 


.75 per 1,000; it is now 50 cents per 1,- 


000, a rebate of 11.25. Decatur wholesale 
dealers and manufacturers are specially 
interested in the reduction, and by and 
by consumers will probably be benefitted 
by the cut. Plug tobacco will soon be 
sold at 05 instead of GO cents a pound, 
but of course cigars cannot be sold at 
less than a nickel each, but no doubt 
manufacturers will improve the quality 
of the same. But it is now an undisput- 
ed fact that Decatur cigars are as good 
as any made anywhere in the country. 


AN improvement which will attract the 


envious attention of business men is now 
being made at Heilman, Imboden & Co.'s 
establishment. The firm is rigging up a 
boiler and engine in the basement of the 
store, which will be used to run the coffee 
grinder and roasting machines, also to 
operate the elevator in E. D. Bartholomew 
& Co.'s establishment, and heat both 
buildings by steam, This is a stroke of 
enterprise worthy of imitation, and is 
another step toward the notion expressed 
some time ago that the entire business 
portion of the city should be heated by 
steam.

To-day was (he day fixed by Judge i 
it-rr lor tie postponed inquiry iu thf ! 


county court as to the alleged insanity uf 
Christian Girl, who is the father of a 
urge family, and owns a fine and •well 
stocked farm of 100 broad acres within a 
lew miles of Cerro Gordo, in the Dnnkard 
neighborhood. A large number of wit- 
nesses in the case appeared in court, and 
t was expected that the accused, Mr. 
Girl, would be on hand, but he failed to 
materialize. 
No one seemed to know 


where he was or whijter he had gone. It 
s known that he was at his home on 
Monday, but since that day he has not 
seen seen or heard of. A Dunkard told 
a reporter that it was his opinion that 
H>. Girl had gone to Iowa to visit his 
jrolher, who had written him to come 
there as nshing was good. The principal 
prosecuting witness ieW, H, Girl, a son 
of the accused, who caused the warrant 
:o be issued for the arrest of his father. 
His attorney is I. A. Buckingham, and 
;he counsel for the defendant is D. L. 
Sunn. The latter knows nothing of Mr. 
Girl's whereabouts, and hae not seen him 
since Saturday laet. It was gathered by 
a reporter from the witnesses in waiting 
that Mr. Girl was feared by his wife and 
son, though it was admitted that he had 
not assaulted either of them, and others 
said he was a member of tbe Dunkard 
church, which includes about 150 persons 
and is in charge of three bishops or elders, 
who do 
the 
preaching and manage 


church affairs. It is alleged that Mr 
Girl has not conformed to the rules of the 
church in every respect; that he wanted 
to boss fill the proceedings and failed to 
recognize the most sacred nileE of the 
society described in the l,"ith, Ifith find 
17th verses of the 18th chapter of St. 
Matthew, by not confessing faults and 
making friends with the brethren once 
every three months when the quarterly 
meetings are held. And because of his 
strange actions and omissions he is thought 
to be crazy, and 8 fit subject for confine- 
ment in the Jacksonville asylum. In the 
absence of Mr. Girl of course the hearing 
cannot be had, but should be return to 
the county, or be apprehended and 
brought back, the delayed inquiry will be 
in order, unless the 
accusations are 


withdrawn. 


The Srolen Horses. 


"It is believtd tbe sorrel saddle horse 


and thoroughbred registered mare, stolen 
from Mr. Samuel Powers' pasture last 
week, are somewhere iu Scott county, this 
state. Mr. Powers has received a letter 
from the sheriff of that county, stating 
that a stranger was at Winchester this 
week and offered the mare for sale, but he 
wouldn't sell the saddle horse. At the 
time it was not believed that the horses 
were stolen, but subsequently the reeeipl 
of one of the postal cards sent out by 
Sheriff Foster, attracted the attention ol 
the Scott county officials to the man and 
the horses. A full description of the 
man is given in the letter, but no descrip- 
tion of the horses. This morning Theron 
Powers telegraphed for a minute duscrip. 
tioa of the horses and it is awaited. 


The New Poeta] Notes. 


An exchange sensibly remarks that the 


public cannot be too fully informed as to 
the new postal notes and their uses. They 
are about to be issued. They are now in 
process of preparation. An official letter 
from the department soys: "These notes 
will prove a great accommodation in the 
transaction of business involving small 
amounts, ranging from 10 cents up to $2 
or 83. They can be sent for a 3-cenl 
postage stomp, and are made payable to 
bearer, so that the troublesome money 
order and letter of identification are thus 
dispensed with. The postal note, how- 
ever, will not in any way antagonize the 
money orders, as it was only devised to 
meet the requirement* of a fractional cur- 
rency. Upon the reception of a postal 
note, all that will be required of the hold- 
er will be to present it at the nearest 
postofSce and receive cash."

SPEAKING AT THE COCBT HOt'SE THIS AF- 


TEBNOON. 


Frum Thurtaiay'f Dady, 


This is an important day among ail 


members of the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows throughout the United 
States, being the eixty-'onrth anniversary 
ot the formation of the order in America. 
It ie in fact, the triple-link brethren's 
fourth of Jnly.and that is why Decatur is 
having a big celebration this bright, 
spring day. It was in the city of Balti- 
more in April, 1819, that the father of the 
order, THOMAS WILDET, instituted Wash- 
ington Lodge, No. 1. and secured a char- 
ter therefor from York Lodge, Preston, 
England; and in 182C another charter 
was obtained, granting to the Grand 
Lodge of the United States sole jurisdic- 
tion over the order in this country. The 
object and teaching of Odd Fellowship is 
best briefly told by the following extract 
from a lecture recently delivered by Past 
Grand Master Sherman, of Chicago. He 
said: "Odd Fellowship is the child of the 
nineteenth century, and in sympathy 
with it. It ie a valuable aid to civiliza- 
tion. It teaches systematic benevolence. 
It has a well defined and careful organi 
zation. It lives and thrives because it 
costs something, and hence is valued, 
Odd Fellowship is democratic in its ten- 
dencies. (The speaker gaij he used the 
term in its broadest sense apart from pol- 
itics.) Odd Fellowship welcomes to its 
ranks all good men alike. It is the means 
of education, giving to its members know- 
ledge of business habits and parliamenta- 
ry usages. Knowledge of fads alone is 
not education; true education is discip- 
line. Truth is good, but the search for 
truth is the pearl above all price. The 
tludy for discipline, the search for truth, 
go to make np education." There are 
two flourishing lodges in Decatur, the 
membership of both including many of 
oar businessmen and well-known citizens. 


THE CE1EBBATIOX. 


Eiirly this morning the streets of Deca- 


tur presented a lively appearance, and 
between 9 and 10 o'clock when the dele- 
gations begun to arrive, the main streets 
or, either side were crowded with visitors 
and sightseers. The reception commit- 
tec-p, commanded by the Ciiief Marshal 
of the Day. P. G. John Jrwin, assisted by 
Geo, P. Blume, were escorted to the trains 
by Goodman's comet bam], and the dele- 
gations were piloted to headquarters, at 
the court house. This was the order of 
exercises all forenoon and as a consequece 
there were stiring times about the city 
with the Decatur and vipiting ,bands 
playing and the Odd Fellows ma'rching 
from the depot to the court house. 


There are but very few noticeable dec- 


orations about the city, but in the court 
house Mrs. J. Vf. Ham, Mrs. George P. 
Blume, Mrs. Benderwelt, Mr. Blame and 
others adorned the walls and rostrum in 
a handsome manner. On the south walls 
are placed large evergreen letters forming 
the words: "Welcome," "Faith, Hope 
and Charity," "I. O. 0. F,," "Friendship, 
Love and Truth,'1 and the emblem of the 
order, the three links. There is also a 
liberal display of the stars and stripes, 
profusion of growing plant* and bloom- 
ing flowers placed on the stand and in 
the windows,

a vast assembly of Odd Fellows and la- 
dies, which filled the large room. The 
exercises were opened with instrumental 
music by Goodman's cornet band, which 
played selections from "La Mascotte" 
with charming efl'ect, 
Then followed 


prayer by the acting chaplain, Rev. W. 
H. Musgrove, of Stapp's Ghnpel; vocal 
mu^ic, the opening ode of the order, eung 
by the brethren. The, anniversary cere- 
mony was then read by the officers, Geo. 
W. P.tttfrson, OatnpR H. Martin and Z. 
W. K.ir.'iK, after which the closing prayer 
was ot'tred by the cliaplHin. 


TUB ADDHESS OF WELCOME 


on behalf ot Uecatur was delivered by 
Hon. I. A. Buckingham, who was intro- 
duced by Chief Marshal Iivriu. The 
words of welcome were spoken in Mr. B.'s 
happiest vein. 
He recognized in Odd 


Fellowship a most worthy institution, an 
organization whose members observed 
the laws of the country and relieved the 
sick, cared tor the dying, buried the dead 
and gave succor to the widows and or- 
phans. A brief recital of the origin of 
the order was given, and the speaker, who 
was frequently interrupted by laughter 
and applause, closed by giving the Odd 
Fellow?, on behalf of the city council, the 
mayor and citizens, a hearty and cordial 
welcome to Decatur. 


THE ORATION. 


The orator of the day, Hon. J. Otis 


Humphrey, p{ Springfield, was introduced 
by Mr. Irwin. The speaker, a compara- 
tively young man, of dignified appearance 
and fine personal address, received a 
warm greeting. He spoke for over an 
hour, and at times became very poetical 
and quite eloquent as he dwelt npon the 
beauties of the order, of which he is an 
active and honored member. In alluding 
to the origin of the order of Odd Fellows 
the speaker said the time was not known. 
It was veiled in mystery. It is known, 
however, that on April 26, 1819, Thomas 
Wildey and four mechanics, met in the 
city of Baltimore, Md., and organized the 
first lodge in 
America, Washington 


Lodge, No. 1. The growth ot the order 
from that time up to the present had 
been as rapid as the growth of Illinois 
which had been admitted as a state in 
1818. There had been no decay or de- 
cline in its onward march, for to-day 
there are over COO lodges in Illinois with 
a total membership of over 30,0(X), and_ in 
America there are over half a million 
Odd Fellows. 


There are those in every community 


who make objections to the order. First, 
they ridicule the name — Odd-Fellows. 
Tho members of to-diiy chose it not, but 
it h.»B bt-en enuobled by deeds of love and 
charitj, arid is> identified by an houninble 
distinction. 
Second, they say it is nn 


oath-bound society. Tt is, but the oaths 
in no wise clash with the relations of the 
member to his family, his country, or his 
God. Third, secrecy is is one of the ob- 
jections raised. 
Odd-Fellows are secret 


in all things they consider private, as the 
citizen is about personal matters. 
They 


are secret in forms and invitations, secret 
in donations and in all .things done for 
the relief of sick members. Secrets must 
be harmful to be pernicious. The secrets 
of the lodge-room leach loyalty to coun- 
try, 
allegiance to government, and faith

It is only 
the gudgeons in business who are 
swindled into advertising in alleged 
newspapers without circulation or 
influence.

The illness of Senator Anthony, of 


Rhode Island, has become so serious 
as to alarm his friends. He haa long 
been a conspicuous figure in the 
Senate. 
The only remaining mem- 


ber of that body who entered it be- 
fore the war, hia long service and 
hia urbane manners have given him 
a position be could not otherwise 
have attained without a greater ahow 
of ability and statesmanlike quali- 
ties. He has just been re-elected 
for bis fifth term, after assisting in 
the admission and burial of a greater 
number of Senators than any other 
man in the whole history of the 
country, with the exception of Thorn 
as H. Benton, with his thirty years 
of service. Mr. Anthony is an ex- 
cellent parliamentarian, and of late 
years has spent much time io the 
chair, where he has won the respect 
of the Senate and the country. A 
kindly hearted man, he has been 
known as the funereal member of the 
Senate. 
Whenever a member has 


died, no matter on which side or 
from what section, ho has almost in- 
variably indulged in a funeral ora 
tion, of which he has probably made 
a greater number than any other 
man who ever sat in the Senate. 
With nothing of the ghastly or the 
abnormal about him, he yet appears 
to bs thoroughly at home in these 
gloomy surroundings, acting much 
as if he were the only clergyman in a 
parish of mixed religious sentiments 
where duty would call him to the 
bedside or grave of its inhabitants.

In other words, it 
means the building up of English 
and the tearing down of American 
industries."

The result of the 


election last year showed that the 
Democracy was in a demoralized 
condition, and, had the opposition 
known its strength, it would have 
succeeded.

JACKSONVILLE, FLA., April 29, '84 
EDS. BEPUBUCAH —My other com- 


munication closed with my arrival at 
thia city and its appearance when 
first viewed by a stranger to this 
land of flowers. I have spent nearly 
the entire week in traveling around 
the city and its suburbs, part of the 
time by the kindness of Mr. W S. 
Walter, formerly of Chicago, but for 
the last four years a resident of thia 
city, and a good part of the time by 
using the conveyance nature provi- 
ded me with, which I find much the 
most pleasant, and I have time to 
see and also to converse with those 
whom I meet. There are very many 
very pleasant suburbs, but some of 
the surroundings of the city are not 
so inviting to the eye, as the surface

summer is i\t> pleasant at> the winter 
Mi Walker, nbove referred to, came 
here after the physicians said he 
could not Ine long, and has not 
been out of Jacksonville for over 
three years and he is a long way 
from being a patron of an underta 
ker 


One day I took the ferry across 


the river and went about '2!t miles up 
the river, and visited the celebrated 
Oaks Grove, owned by the lady 
where I am stopping, planted out by 
her former husband about thirteen 
years ago, and now contains by actual 
count 2,037 trees, oranges, lemons, 
limes and shaddock, besides figs, pe- 
cans, bananas, Japan plums, etc.

PERMANENT STATE ROADS. 


To the Tax-Payers of the State of 


Illinois. 


The Permanent State Eoads Asso- 


ciation haa issued the following as 
matter of general interest: 


Recognizing the fact that the one 


great drawback to the prosperity of 
the people of this great State was its 
lack of good and substantial farm 
or State roads, and that by reason of 
this misfortune 
thousands of our 


people are annually removing to the 
far West, a number of business men, 
mayors of cities and representative 
farmers, organized themselves into 
a Permanent State Eoad Association, 
for tha purpose of securing such a 
reform iu road laws as would save 
the tax-payers' money, 
and while 


building good and substantial roads, 
would also save to Illinois hundreds 
and thousands of its best citizens, 
the agriculturists, who are, for the 
want of good roads alone, removing 
to other 
states and 
Territories. 


There are now ponding before the 
General Assembly four good bills in 
the interest of road reform, to-wit: 
The Hogan Senate bill, which asks 
an appropriation out of the state 
treasury annually equal in amount 
to the revenue accruing from the Ill- 
inois Central Eailroad Company, and 
compelling the construction of per- 
manent state roads out of durable 
material and by contract; the Senate 
Committee bill, which has passed

fore the General Assembly.

BUTLER AT CHARLESTON. 


Telia How He Foresaw War when 


the Democratic Conven- 


tion Split. 


Speech at Reunion of Siith Massachusetts. 
To one at all versed ic political 


history it waa apparent that unless 
some special interposition of Provi- 
dence came the growing dissensions 
of the North and South mnst lead to 
war. It was a significant event when 
two organizations which had lerg 
formed, as it were, connecting bands 
between the North and South were 
rent asunder—the Methodist Episco- 
pal church and the Democratic- party

tions of each being unable to agree. 
When the Democratic party was sev- 
ered at Charleston there could be co 
doubt of the result. 


After the convention divided I was

Judge Shepley, a delegate 
from

unite at Baltimore. 
A committee of 


fifteen from the Ereckinridge branch 
of the party was 
chosen to take 


measures for future reorganization: 
and of this commission I was one. 
I found there the delegates of South 
Carolina bearing the 
ordinance of 


secession. 
I found that they had no 


intention of reorganizing, but 
that 


they wished to found an empire, the 
corner-stone of which would be sla- 
very. 
I told them that bloody, cruel 


war would intervene. They honestly 
thought that there would be no war, 
and said that the North wouldn't 
fight. 
A Texas man asked: ''Who 


of the North would fight?" I re- 
plied, '1 for one." 
He saitl there 


would be plenty to take care of me. 


"I called upon Jefferson Davis, 


who was then a Senator, and as I 
believed, a true Union man. 
I said 


to him: :Can you not stem this tor- 
rent?' 
He said, 'I shall go with my 


State; you are a Democrat; what will 
yon do?' I replied; 'I shall go with 
my State; and I am pretty sure that 
my State will be with me. With 
tears standing in his eyes, he asked: 
'Is it possible that the next time we 
meet we shall meet as enemies?' "

Kicking Druggists at Atlanta. 


We learn from the columns of the Liu- 


coin Herald that the new liquor ordinance 
in Atlanta, adopted last week, proposes to 
draw the line a little closer with drug- 
gista. Sales inny be made by druggiats 
for medical purposes only upon a physi- 
cian's prescription, and each druggist 
must file a sworn statement each week 
showing the kiud and amount of liquor 
sold, to whom Bold nod upon whose pre- 
scription. 
Physicians are required to 


state in their prescriptions for whose ben- 
efit the liquor is to be used. If a physi- 
cian violates the law, druggists are pro- 
hibited from filling his prescriptions for 
liquor, after being notified by a council- 


man. 
Druggists may sell for mechanic- 


al, chemical and sacramental purposes on 
an order from the city clerk. The ordi- 
nance is the occasion of considerable talk 
and the druggists are said to be protest- 
ing vigorously.
